The five - ton missUe, which 
President Kennedy is bidding to 
kill as a major weapons system, 
roared 900 miles across the At­ 
lantic Ocean today to its first 
success. 
The success came after five 
straight failures that had played 
a major part in a joint Anglo- 
American decision only Friday to 
relegate the complicated missile 
to the scrap pile. 
President Kennedy and British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil 
tan had agreed to drop the Sky­ 
bolt system and concentrate in­ 
stead on the submarine-launchea 
Polaris missile as a replacement 
What impact today’s shot would 
have on that move could not be 
determined immediately.

Over 101 ways for spending 
Christmas day have probably been 
devised over the years. Whatever 
the variations, though, the theme 
is usually the same: a joyous 
day, a deeply religious day, a 
family day. 
To be separated from loved ones 
on Christmas is always hard to 
take . . . banter yet, lf tile separa­ 
tion has been prolonged. 
For a Levittown couple, the 
separation they have endured from 
their daughter is a bitter thing, 
indeed. For the child is but ll 
years old, and the separation has 
lasted 18 months. 
Asthma Sufferer 
Beverly Semple, an asthma suf­ 
ferer since she was four years 
old, is a patient of the National 
Foundation for Asthmatic Chil­ 
dren in Tucson, Arizona. And 
Tucson—as even the poorest geog­ 
raphy student knows—is a long 
way from Levittown, Pa. Beverly 
won’t be home for Christmas. 


In the 18 months Beverly has 
been away, her parents—Mr. and 
Mrs. Donald Semple of 36 South 
Lane, Stonybrook—have been able 
to see her only once. 
“We drove out there last April." 
Mrs. Semple said, “so she could 
see her baby sister, Cheryl.” 
First Meeting 
Mrs. Semple explained that this 
was the first meeting of the two 
sisters, for Cheryl was born a 
month after Beverly’s departure 
for Arizona. The all-to-brief visit 
also reunited Beverly with her 
older sister, Donna, now 15, and 
her brother, Steven, now 14. 
In a wistful voice, Mrs. Semple 
talked about her ailing daughter 
whom she and her husband, a 
foreman at SKF in Philadelphia, 
miss so much. 
“The first symptoms of the ail­ 
ment appeared when Beverly was 
about four. She started to have 
great difficulty breathing." 
Mrs. Sempte told how she made 
the rounds of allergy specialists 
in Bucks County and Philadelphia, 


but without success. 
“In Beverly’s case," she said, 
“the disease could not be arrested 
or cured. It became increasingly 
severe, until we were rushing her 
to Lower Bucks Hospital two or 
three times a week to be put 
under oxygen." 
Oxygen Saved Life 
When the attacks became very 
severe, Beverly could not breathe 
at all. Only oxygen administered 
at a hospital could save her life. 
Finally, related Mrs. Semple, 
she and her husband had no alter­ 
native but to send the ailing child 
to a special climate where she 
might regain some measure of 
health . . . and the weight she 
had lost. At nine years of age, 
Beverly weighed 46 pounds. 
Mrs. Semple’s tone brightened 
when she spoke of Beverly's 
progress in the Arizona climate 
and in the foundation's Sahuaro 
School. 
“Before shf left for treatment, 
she couldn’t roller skate or ride a 
bike, or do anything which might 


tax her strength. Any extreme 
exertion might bring on one of 
her attacks. And, of course, she 
wouldn’t go near the water.’’ 
Now, thing’s have changed.

“Beverly's up to 78 pounds— 
normal weight for a girl her ago— 
and she has won a great many 
ribbons in swimming." 
How has this seeming miracle 
been accomplished? At Sahuaro 
School, the asthmatic children 
learn how to live with their 
problem and overcome it to a 
great extent. They follow a regu­ 
lar routine which includes con­ 
stant exercise, special diet, medi­ 
cal care, emotional counseling, 
and education. 
The children live in an atmo­ 
sphere comparable to a boarding 
school, not a hospital. They re­ 
ceive constant attention: a profes­ 
sionally staffed clinic and infirm­ 
ary has registered nurses on 24- 
hour duty. 
Taught Self-Reliance 
But perhaps, most important, 
the children are taught a philo­ 
sophy of self-reliance: they learn 
how to care for themselves and 
prepare for the future. 
But how has Beverly adjusted 
to a life away from her parents, 


brother and sisters? 
“She bas adjusted beautifully," 
Mrs. Sempte said. “She-writes us 
every day and her letters are 
very cheery. She has become an 
avid stamp collector since going 
there, and she loves to read." 
The maximum time for the 
foundation’s program of rehabilita­ 
tion is two years, which means 
Beverly will be home in six 
months. 
Ii A Party Planned? 
Will there be a party? 
“Oh, will there!” Mrs. Semple 
exulted. “It’ll be open house when 
she gets here." 
Then Mrs. Semple once more 
became somber. “We miss her 
dreadfully. Especially on holidays. 
Especially at Christmas." 
But what of Beverly's future? 
“The foundation doesn't promise 
a thing. Some children just don't 
improve. If that’s the case with 
Beverly, we may have to move to 
a hotter and drier climate. But 
we hope and pray she will be 
able to live a normal life." 


In the meantime, the Scruples 
look forward to Christmas. They 
won’t see their beloved Beverly, 
but they hope to talk to her-via 
a short-wave radio hook-up. 
Local ’Ham' Helps 
The calls are made possible by 
Tucson's “ham" operators in co­ 
operation with local amateurs. On 
the receiving end when Beverly 
talks to her parents will be a 
Bristol “ham" operator, Harry 
McBrien. 
But McBrien, who lives at 439 
Jefferson Ave., said atmospheric 
conditions might prevent comple­ 
tion of the hookup. “Some days 
we can get a foreign country," 
McBrien said, “and other times 
we can’t get the next block." 
If the hookup doesn't work, a 
less satisfying phone call will 
have to suffice. 
Six months is a long time when 
you 
miss 
someone, 
but 
the 
Scruples can utilize it well—pre­ 
paring the biggest open house and 
“welcome home" seen in many a 
moon.
